Where the gifted superior child 
placed once discovered? Segre- 
gation schools for the more gifted, like 
segregation races, not all encour- 
aged. The child must given opportunity 
grow his life together with others. 
Second, segregation within school has 
also the same effect segregation 
schools, for once again the child denied 
the opportunity observing variety 
pattern intellectual behavior. And 
assume his role fully society, 
must ever conscious behaviors other 
than those styled his pattern. 
flexibility grouping seems wise plan, 
whereby the gifted superior child 
given the opportunity work part time 
with groups who are similarly gifted 
such units “honor classes” well 
“remedial Yes, only too often 
there also need for remedial classes for 
superior students, who because emo- 
tional disturbances often fail achieve 
that which they are actually capable. 


How Treat Him 

When the gifted superior child 
properly placed, what should done with 
him? First all, the teacher should 
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determine his individual needs. Then the 
recourses the school and his community 
should surveyed. When this done, the 
teacher should plan her own classroom pro- 
gram the light the two foregoing fac- 
tors. Moreover, periodic procedures should 
established for evaluation and assess- 
ment. the end the year, complete 
inventory should taken. there has 
been enough good achieved from the cur- 
rent program, the teacher can justified 
on. not, time for her plan 
and test another procedure for the coming 
year. 


What Must Learn 

What attitudes must developed with 
the superior gifted child? The gifted 
superior child must develop the follow- 
ing positive attitudes: 

must develop the ability com- 
municate with the less gifted well 
otherwise gifted. must learn make 
information clear between the more in- 
formed and the less informed. must 
also remember that someday will super- 
vise skilled labor whom will have 
make technical knowledge understood 
terms practical applications. Conse- 
quently, must, classroom procedures 
and demonstrations, encouraged make 
use illustrations make his ideas under- 
stood others, and must have wide 
opportunity make his own tests 
evaluate his success communication 
ideas. 

the less capable that the less gifted 


may also share class discussions. But 
the less gifted, the other hand, must 
learn respect the opinions the more 
gifted, and, therefore, must learn listen 
and acquire knowledge from them. 

must remember that what has 
say important, and that must, 
therefore, make himself understood. 

must establish awareness and 
consciousness others about him, and 
intellectually varied audience, remembering 
that writing and speaking are his greatest 
tools communication. The burden 
the class lies the exchange ideas, and 
the superior child must aware that this 
enrichment communication experience 
his responsibility. 


Why Heterogeneous Grouping 

Why heterogeneous grouping preferred 
homogeneous grouping? The development 
critical attitudes important, and 
the heterogeneous grouping that offers 
both the gifted and the less gifted the 
opportunity for evaluative judgment. Be- 
sides, the less gifted heterogeneous 
group become better aware that there 
always more that they can know, and that 
there someone who can contribute that 
“more.” imperative that the more 
gifted acquire the ability explain without 
condescension, and that the less gifted 
acquire the ability follow explanations. 
Such experience can given them only 
heterogeneous group.

sure groups. Our concern must with all 
levels mentality. All pupils must 
given attention, for all are entitled reach 
levels achievement commensurate with 
their abilities. Each and every child 
composite body and soul, and each 
entitled the quality maturity 
which capable. Standards, course, 
for such teaching demand high individu- 
alization and proper equipment. But stand- 
ards are not achieved overnight, nor 
they suddenly provide growth. Therefore 
all efforts all people must meshec 
together parents, teachers, administra- 
tors, and librarians—to maintain desired 
standards. 

One third our high schools have 
average enrollment 100 students per 
school. One half our high schools have 
average enrollment less than 200 stu- 
dents per school. Therefore, throughout 
per cent our schools, not even 
homogeneously, since the small numbers 
not warrant successful grouping. Instead 
concentrating our efforts, then, “stu- 
dent” improvement the present time, 
may wise put pressure better 
quality instruction and better quality 
administration. Breadth and depth 
both teachers and administrators highly 
desirable. 


How Improve Teachers 

What solutions are offered for improve- 
ment teacher quality? The following are 
possible solutions, and certainly not 
smack the “Utopian”: 

Yearly professional growth through 
summer school workshops, conventions, 
scholarly research, and educational tours. 

Upgrading teacher background, de- 
manding M.A. goal for every high 
school teacher the field which 
teaching, and then using him that field 
impartially. 

Less emphasis football heroes and 
cheer leaders, and more academic 
pursuits. 

Respect the part administrators 
for scholarship courage displayed indi- 
vidual teachers and students well. 

Encouragement seminars even 
the high school level between teachers and 
the more gifted that learning associa- 
tions can formed between the students 
and teachers, resulting spirit “to- 
getherness.” 


Caring for Individual Differences 

How can care for individual differ- 
paramount that all students contribute 
the learning environment. Therefore, the 
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following suggestions are offered: 

Teaching aids must provided, and 
the dictionary “must” for every stu- 
dent, more gifted well gifted. 

Each student must learn schedule 
his study periods and recreation time 

Writing laboratories must estab- 
lished for the more gifted, and speech op- 
portunities must given him whereby 
can record his own voice and evaluate 
his own speaking habits. 

Background factors must utilized 
and recognized the learning process. 

Achievement English must 
chained his achievement 
subjects. 

Each child must advance his own 
rate, for placement subject matter 
means sacred. 

The bright child must acquire the 
ability think critically, and the less 
gifted must learn distinguish between 
truth and falsehood. 

The gifted child must learn 
research, and recognize “quality” when 
sees that can find his author- 
ities when needs them. 


Effective Technique 

What effective way handling 
the superior gifted child heterogene- 
ous group? From scientific observation, 
believed that good program places 
emphasis reading enrichment. The su- 
perior gifted child must beyond mere 
essentials and develop critical standards. 
California, Oregon, and New Jersey, the 
“Great Books Program” has been success- 
fully launched. Through this program, the 
child taught appreciate literature 
critically, putting his attention even 
adult classics. Classics, course, cannot 
and should not dissected all. The 
—the less gifted should 
content with merely reading them for 
enjoyment. Exposure the fine things 
life necessary for all, but not the subtle 
developments. These should given 
the brighter students, who should develop 
awareness the power language, 
and should seek outlets for their creative 
talents. They must learn sympathetic 
the humanities. Bright students must 
learn methods problem solving, and 
there better school which they can 
learn than the school master writers 
under the Great Books Program. 

The workshop the superior and the 
gifted child should the library where 
they can read current material and 
alerted the newest developments. They 
must learn locate errors thinking, 
and themselves able reconstruct the 
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contents good thinking. 

Above all, the more gifted should 
able lead the less gifted; whereas, the 
less gifted should learn conform. The 
more gifted must achieve standards 
judgment, respect these standards them- 
selves, and teach others respect them 
well. They must much possible 
because they “have the brains.” And they 
will accept the challenge make known 
them its value. The Great Books Pro- 
gram encouraged today even for those 
technical training, for reading that 
creates the “friction” which turn pro- 
duces the “spark” that enkindles the 
superior intellect seek out higher facets 
knowledge. 

The life the gifted well the 
superior child often lonely, and the 
teacher must ever conscious this 


fact, for while the majority students 
choose walk the highways and byways 
life, the superior child pursues the path 
righteousness and wisdom. And the 
teacher must his co-worker and not the 
overseer the learning process. She must 
stimulate his curiosity when needs 
stimulant, keeping him always mindful that 
great achievements life are accompanied 
pain. All growth, physical, spiritual, 
mental, interplay pleasure and 
pain.

Need Intellectual Teachers 

Pope Pius reminded that good 
schools are not much the product 
good methods they are the happy result 
good teachers.

Primers, the multiplication tables, 
the phonetic interpretation words, are 
challenge the adult mind that pre- 
sents them for five forty-five years. 
intellectual impetus must injected 


into this program disastrous paralysis 
thought likely, and the teacher’s stag- 
nant mental outlook will transmitted 
her students. 

Since most Catholic elementary teachers 
are dedicated community life within 
the convent, the fuel for intellectual pur- 
suits must made available within the 
convent.

Bishop James Augustine Healy Port- 
land, Me., was America’s first Catholic 
Negro blood.

Yet dint solid education, 
first Quaker prep school and later 
Worcester’s newly founded Holy Cross Col- 
lege, grew cherishing the hope 
some day becoming priest God. 

The possibility entering the Jesuit 
Order appealed strongly him. But that 
would have meant advanced training 
Georgetown the District Columbia. 
The young mulatto wanted avoid any- 
thing south the Mason-Dixon line. Tell- 
tale black marks under his fingernails would 
noticed.

Conse- 
quently made the decision enter 
Montreal’s Grand Seminary and later 
complete his theological course France. 
became Father Healy upon ordination 
Notre Dame Cathedral Paris 1854. 
Twenty-one years later was consecrated 
bishop the Immaculate Conception 
Cathedral Portland, Maine.

seminary professor. His years service 
the Church, turned out, were directed 
along other lines, but maintained life- 
long appreciation for matters academic. 
Indicative this are his long friendship 
with the Jesuit Fathers, the founding 
St. Mary’s College Van Buren, and his 
close relations with the Sisters Notre 
Dame, and the Good Shepherd, and with 
the Grey Nuns. But among many scholastic 
interests, possibly the most remarked were 
his dealings with the schools the Sisters 
Mercy. The Sisters Mercy Port- 
land were diocesan congregation and 
such the Bishop felt special closeness with 
them. 

His dealings with them exemplified what 
was constant preoccupation with him: 
putting Maine’s Catholic schools par 
with the best the nation. From the out- 
set the Bishop insisted scholastic su- 
periority. Probably, more delicately ap- 
plied, his proposals would have gained 
quick acceptance. But turned out, his 
progressive outlook helped cause rift 
between him and the Sisters. 

For one thing didn’t hesitate draw 
unfavorable comparison about the Sis- 
ters’ teaching work. When discovered 
that Portland’s schools were hardly 
equal footing with those had known 
Boston, said so. Then there were some 
Sisters considered insufficiently trained 
for their arduous position. ordered them 
back the motherhouse. Finally, made 
yearly practice recruit Christian 
Brothers from New York for evaluation 
the Maine teaching situation and 
offer timely suggestions the Sisters. 

This sort thing was scarcely calculated 
win immediate concurrence episcopal 
schemes. some the Sisters remarked,

Remedial Arithmetic

Algebra

(3) solve equations; (4) evaluate 
formulas; (5) develop the meaning 
signed numbers; (6) master the funda- 
mental operations; (7) learn the special 
products and factoring; (8) study sys- 
tems equations; (9) study powers 
and roots; (10) master quadratic 
equations. 

Recommended text: Algebra Easy 
Steps Stein (D. Van Nostrand 
1956). The step-by-step presentation 
and the careful gradation examples, 
which one example not perceptibly more 
difficult than the preceding one, enable 
pupils develop clear thinking and full 
understanding mathematical concepts. 
The maintenance drills arithmetic fur- 
nish the practice materials required fix 
and retain arithmetic skills. These arithme- 
tic drills may also used develop the 
mathematical principles employed suc- 
ceeding exercises.

Aims the course: Concepts are de- 
veloped inductively through construction. 
The proofs are limited the simpler ones.

Sup- 
plementary work may added neces- 
sary. Regular credit geometry given 
for this course; the grades given, however, 
are and with occasional the 
student who suddenly finds himself and 
does supplementary work. the purpose 
this course instruct students all 
the important geometrical concepts through 
the use data that are actual, alive, and 
have real significance for the learner.

our basic reader. 

Many fifth graders were inter- 
ested the presentation folklore and 
tales the program entitled “Shirley 
Temple Presents.” capitalized this 
idea making large book chart which 
the children’s photos indicated each 
“the the show. each book 
was read, each pupil illumined his picture 
presenting his hero main character 
little book. The children were eager 
the “star” the show and soon 
many book characters were reflecting their 
pictures. Such characters Paul Bunyan, 
Winnie the Pooh, Mary 


Poppins, Johnny Appleseed, etc., brought 
many chuckle and gave each pupil 
opportunity report his reading the 
class and feel achievement sharing and 
enjoying ideas; opportunity read 
purely for pleasure. For extension reading, 
related books and stories, varied con- 
tent, were placed reference shelves. 

Many fanciful poems were discussed and 
shared which the characters experienced 
funny unusual adventures. Some the 
children began writing their own poems 
about these characters which led our 
summarizing the unit having each pupil 
write poem about his favorite character 
and illustrating it. The pages were then 
formed into class booklet which still 
being enjoyed all.

Causes Retardation 

Definite causes contribute slowness 
numbers. Sometimes they are obvious 
that overlook them our search for 
the cause difficulty. There 
first the lack number experience 
home. child coming school with 
deficient background may able count 
order certain number, but has 
understanding that the number means 
individual things that 
makes five. 

Every teacher realizes that good health 
essential for children their best 
school, but one usually does not make 
quick association between the physical 
health the child and his ability work 
with numbers. However, arithmetic works 
entirely with abstractions which require 
mental activity. child below his 
usual physical standard, unable

the school year progresses, see 
again and again that other subject area 
greatly affected absence from class 
arithmetic. Arithmetic like jigsaw 
puzzle. When all the pieces (arithmetic 
steps) are put the proper places, 
have solid organized whole.

clear. When very many pieces are missing 
longer have organized whole 
but rather, mass individual pieces 
bearing logical relationship 
another. The teacher must 
possible help the child “find the missing 
pieces” and put them the right relation- 
ship previous pieces knowledge. 
The same difficulty arises 
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teacher, her anxiety cover greater 
amount material, will proceed the 
next step before the majority children 
have fully mastered the essentials the 
first step. This tends confuse the child, 
and sometimes leads him feel that this 
step isn’t too important because, “Teacher 
didn’t spend too much time it.” Just 
there reading readiness children, 
there also arithmetical readiness which 
either permits will not permit pupil 
advance the next process. helpful 
the youngster, when learning the funda- 
mentals new process, more con- 
cerned with how solve the problem 
correctly, than why did particular 
way. The “why” will answered through 
progressive understanding and realizing its 
relationship other known facts. 

The second major cause lays emphasis 
the intellectual ability individual. 
this endowment which enables 
person formulate conclusions, draw re- 
lationships, and work with abstractions. 
person does not have the general intel- 
ligence required, only patience and good 
teaching can produce even modified results. 
Under general intelligence find such 
things weak memory for numbers and 
lack power concentrate. 

third important cause retardation 
stems from the emotions. The teacher finds 
herself dealing with very sensitive child, 
who openly displays fear, anxiety, definite 
lack self-confidence, and possibly even 
cheating. Continued failures arithmetic 
—daily work, periodical tests, and yearly 
insecurity and inadequacy and increas- 
ing fear the arithmetic class. this 
situation which makes youngster hate 
arithmetic and feel that “prison” 


Remedies for Retardation 

Here would like share with the 
reader some methods have found useful 
helping children develop sound arithme- 
tic fundamentals. Most these were used 
for certain groups rather than for the 
entire class. All the aids were made 
home using minimum time and 
materials. 

Using two pieces cardboard about 
inches square, made number wheel. 
One piece serves background, while 
the other cut the form daisy, 
ind has number each point (not how- 
ever, correct order) (Fig. 1). The chil- 
dren enjoy selecting number the 
background, then spinning the wheel and 
trying add, subtract, multiply, divide 
their chosen number and the one the 
point which stops closest their 
number. Since there are signs the

wheel, remains for the teacher and the 
pupils decide which process they will use. 
children advance, the numbers the 
points can changed meet individual 
and group needs. This wheel was put 
the bulletin board the second-grade 
room, and when other work was finished, 
children were encouraged “play the 
wheel.” Writing the problems they went 
along, prevented just playing with for 
fun, and also gave the teacher the 
opportunity check individual progress 
well knowing that the class could write 
the problems (especially subtraction) cor- 
rectly. like this wheel particularly be- 
cause can “grow” with the children. 
Another game which useful for small 
groups the game “Fish.” played 
just like regular card game. However, 
instead cards, the children use number 
flashcards about two four inches. Some 
cards have answers; some have addition, 
subtraction, multiplication,

facts them. E.g. When one 
child makes call, e.g. “Give all your 
8’s,” the other players give him answer 
card they have it, else all the “prob- 
lem” cards whose answer e.g. 11—3; 
6+2; 16+2; etc. The teacher and 
pupils make their own changes suit 
the special needs the group. well 
have someone check sure that 
given combinations are correct. 

Using these same cards, another useful 
game “Who’s Partner?” Everyone 
the group has number “problem” 
cards. One child holds card, eg. 
and asks “Who’s partner?” 
After looking their cards, the first 
youngster calls someone. The second 
pupil says, your partner because,” 
e.g. 2+2 are and are Specific 
rules and variations can formulated 
the class and teacher. However, this game 
primarily teach children that different 
combinations give the same answer; there- 
fore, might cause some confusion the 
types (addition, subtraction, etc.) were 
mixed. 

special favorite with upper grades 
quick mental “run” before beginning 
arithmetic class. very simplified example 
is: Begin with 40. Divide 10, times 
times plus divided plus 1=? 
Then suddenly ask for the answer (16). 
found that after they understood how the 
problem “Worked,” they liked increase 
speed and try more difficult problems. 

help keep rules for area and per- 
imeter clear the minds youngsters, 
two large posters were made. One shows 
field with two boys running around the 
outside. Arrows indicate their direction all 
around the field, and the one boy calls 
the other, “All the way around!” The

There old saying, “There nothing 
new the world.” This quotation applies 
nothing more truly, than the current 
Verse Choir. Within the past ten years, 
its popularity has increased 
leaps and bounds, that most 
state universities where dramatics play 
major role the activities the year, 
the Verse Choir permanently established. 
also true that has become recog- 
nized division the drama department 
all colleges, and drawing card for all its 
entertainments and programs. 

the other hand, not something 
new, except for the mere accidentals. The 
Verse Choir had its origin the Greek 
theater. where the chorus was charac- 
ter important the cast was the 
hero heroine. was the chorus that 
interpreted better than any other medium 
the mood the drama, comedy 
tragedy. Its speeches were sprinkled gen- 
erously throughout the play. and its very 
appearance added grace and dignity 
the presentation. 


Significance the Choir 

Such effectiveness was apparently lost 
the playwrights the many intervening 
centuries. until our own day when again 
the chorus began coming “into its own” 
with Eliot’s stirring the 
Cathedral.” and such dramas “The 
Boy with the Cart” and other successes 
England’s up-and-coming playwright, 
Christopher Fry. 


However, there was always the Church.

ACADEMY (Secondary School) 
_The academy institution sec- 


ondary education, intermediate. 
\merican development, between the Latin 
school and the high school, was 
designated, like its successor, various 
names: academy, grammar school, institute, 
seminary, collegiate and high 
offered wide range subjects 
academic and practical, many which 
vere not taught the Latin grammar 
were primarily private 
though some places supported 
public funds whole part. They 
appeared before the Revolution the lat- 
ter half the eighteenth century, and be- 
came dominant institution the first 
half the nineteenth century, reaching 
their highest development about 1850. 
that year, according Barnard’s American 
Journal Education 368) there were 
6085 academies; 12,260 teachers; 263,096 
students enrolled; and estimated income 
$5,831,179. 

England, the nonconforming and dis- 
senting groups established academies the 
eighteenth century. The term retained to- 
day secondary education, its begin- 
nings. for such private schools Phillips 
Exeter and Phillips Andover Academies. 

The term “female academy” was often 
used describe school for women. 

Though sometimes regarded state 
governmental institutions, generally acad- 
emies were private schools, “usually owing 
their origin private enterprise 
vate and they were under 
the management and control self-per- 
petuating boards trustees possessing cor- 
porate powers charter and owning and 
controlling the school property. 
Brown Our Middle Schools defines 
academy “an incorporated, undenomina- 
tional school secondary grade, under the 
trustees, and not conducted for pecuniary 
profit. But institutions bearing this desig- 
nation may differ from one another any 
these (p. 202). New 
York State, where the academy movement 
had its most extensive development, the 
recognized public character the academy 
shown the requirements for incorpo- 
ration which included “state supervision, 
public aid, organization community en- 
terprises with local taxation many cases, 
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and the distinction made the Regents 
between private schools and academies un- 
der the auspices the public” (cf. Miller’s 
Academy System New York). These 
academies were often teacher training insti- 
tutions and New York State received 
state aid for teacher training. 


ACADEMY 


(Teacher Training Institution) 

The academy, particularly before the es- 
tablishment normal schools, 
source supply teachers elementary 
schools with whatever professional training 
was given the senior year. This was the 
intention Benjamin Franklin his orig- 
inal proposal for his academy, also was 
carried out extensively New York State 
with aid from the “Literature Fund” for 
teacher training. 


ACADEMY (U. Military) 

professional school for the training 
officers for the United States Army, es- 
tablished 1802, supported the Federal 
Government, located West Point, 
This institution frequently called “West 
Point.” 


ACADEMY (U. Naval) 

professional school for the training 
officers for the United States Navy, es- 
tablished 1845, supported the Federal 
Government, located Annapolis, Md. The 
institution frequently called 


ACADEMY (U. Air Force) 


professional school for the training 
officers the United States Air Force, 
established 1954, supported the Fed- 
eral Government, and located permanently 
1955 Colorado Springs, Colo. 


ACADEMY 


French (Académie 

This very famous academy was estab- 
lished under the patronage Cardinal 
Richelieu 1634 royal letters patent. 
The object the forty members was, 
defined their statutes, “to guard the 
purity the French language, give 
fixed rules, render eloquent and usable 
for the discussion the arts and sciences 
short, make the most perfect 
modern tongues.” The first task the Acad- 


emy undertook was produce national 
dictionary (completed 1694) fol- 
lowed grammar, treatise poetry, 
and rhetoric. Election the Academy to- 
day great honor, and book “crowned” 
the Academy acquires great prestige. 


ACADEMY (Free) 


designation secondary schools

ACADEMIES (In Jesuit Education)

1599, “an academy was assemblage

With such conflicting opinions within 
few months the supreme court the

When are you responsible for pupils? 


THERE PHASE school law 
which has with the relations 
teachers and administrators with pupils. 
The fundamental law tort requires 
avoiding negligent conduct which produces 
harm and injury pupils. 

The money damages which may faced 
the negligent teacher private school 
corporation are not primary considera- 
tion here. The religious teacher pretty 
much judgment proof. Even the lay teacher 
takes good calculated risk that she will 
not sued and that she will get protec- 
tion through insurance. The private school 
corporation may protected under the im- 
munity accorded so-called charitable insti- 
tutions. 

However, teachers and school administra- 
tors have moral and professional obliga- 
tion act protect the safety and wel- 
fare children under their charge. Any 
sound philosophy education seems 
impose such responsibility. Furthermore, 
seems apparent that teachers and adminis- 
trators private schools should maintain 
standards level less high than those 
required employees state supported 
institutions. This seems suggested that 
part Pierce Society which 
not too frequently quoted. this case, 
which the United States Supreme Court 
upheld the right parents send their 
children private schools, the Court made 
special effort stress the power which 
the state had “reasonably regulate all 
schools.” This philosophy supports the 
right the state expect all teachers and 
administrators conform the law gov- 
erning relations with pupils.

Explanation Negligence 

very shorthand way explaining the 
concept negligence state that one 
must owe duty the one injured 
avoid harm. Negligence will not found 
unless the reasonable prudent man under 
the circumstances would foresee harmful 
result. Sometimes necessary de- 
termine whether one who negligent 
responsible for final harm chain 
events. This concept negligence makes 
apparent that teachers and administra- 
tors are not insurers the safety chil- 


dren. They need only act the reasonable 
prudent parent under the circumstances. 
Let see how this definition negligence 
pertains certain definite school activities. 


Dismissal and Recess Times 

quite obvious that the reasonable 
prudent parent would realize that dismissal 
time and recess periods could often give 
rise situations dangerous children. 
self-evident that this reasonable prudent 
parent would understand that careful 
thought must given plan which 
would safeguard children against injury 
during dismissal time and recess periods. 
Thompson The Board Education 
New York City? makes clear that the 
responsibility for working out the plan will 
rest primarily upon educational administra- 
tors. 

The surest way convince the court 
establish that the administrator sat down 
with his teaching staff and seriously thought 
about the problems dismissal and recess 
periods. For will necessary 
determine the age pupil 
watched the way down stairs during dis- 
missal, and whether exits and stairs are 
advantageously used not throw 
all traffic through one spot the same 
time. the high school level, the think- 
ing will require decisions whether 
there are enough supervisors strategically 
placed and whether student monitors are 
being properly used. The plan will have 
safeguard against leaving young children 
room unsupervised while others are 
being dismissed. 

The problem supervising recess pe-

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riods requires realistic appraisal the 
number children that can guided 
one teacher. One should take into account 
the kind activity which the children 
are allowed engage and the general ter- 
rain the playground. 

There are other occasions that demand 
careful, logical planning make the most 
effective use school personnel super- 
vising protect children against 
injury. Congestion rest rooms presents 
problems. Supervision demanded lunch 
periods. Detailed methods procedure 
must worked out for fire drills. 

plan worked out, the re- 
sponsibility the teacher follow the 
plan. the teacher questions the logic 
the plan, she should, course, raise the 
issue diplomatic way with higher au- 
thority. 

the administrator were fail his 
responsibility 
plans governing dismissal, recess, lunch 
period and fire the individual teacher 
would have responsibility act the 
reasonable prudent person under the cir- 
cumstances. Obviously, the failure ad- 
ministration initiate plan would not 
excuse teacher from turning class loose 
playground recess period unsuper- 
vised. Nor would excuse teacher from 
leading young group out the school 
dismissal period. would not furnish ex- 
cuses for myriad other fact situations 
which could arise. 


Before and After School Hours 


The question often arises the re- 
sponsibility supervise before the open- 
ing school the morning. obvious 
that school personnel cannot supervise 
hours day. Therefore, would seem there 
responsibility for supervision before 
the hour that determined the opening 
school. The important point here, how- 
ever, use all proper channels com- 
munication acquaint parents that there 
will supervision school grounds 
the school building before certain 
hour. This will shift the responsibility 
the parent; and children are allowed 
come school before the hour designated, 
the parent will have assumed the risk. 

regard supervision school play- 
grounds after the formal close school. 
the New York court 1954 case seemed 
give logical answer.* The court stated 
that just because the school provided 
place play which would safer than 
the public street was reason require 
supervise after school hours. 
course, school personnel permit re- 
quire students remain within the build-

Classroom Supervision 


The reasonable prudent person can fore- 
see that unsupervised classroom may 
lead situations which produce injury 
children. can foresee that lack super- 
vision will tempt pupils many ages 
engage activities which may result 
harm other children. Certainly, not 
difficult anticipate that eraser, pencil 
other object may thrown when the 
teacher out the room. true that 
objects may thrown while the teacher 
alertly directing her class, but the 
temptation becomes greater when she 
absent. Other types harm can fore- 
seen just clearly. 

leaving the classroom unsupervised, 
great many teachers take calculated risks 
and find upon their return that injury 
has been done. If, however, there has been 
some disorder which resulted harm 
child, would hard for the teacher 
establish freedom from negligence. 

Many teachers feel that their absence 
excused the ground emergency. 
overwhelming number instances, when 
the specific excuse studied, the so-called 
emergency does not actually exist. The 
facts reveal that there little real need 
for the teacher leave the room. For in- 
stance, securing materials from storeroom 
can taken care some other way 
than leaving the classroom unsuper- 
vised. Interviews with parents 
scheduled not require leaving class- 
rooms. 

The matter overcrowding could be- 
come factor the size the class group 
becomes too large for supervision. For 
instance, seems quite dubious that one 
teacher can expected properly super- 
vise elementary school children the 
same time she trying teach. course, 
overcrowding may become significant 
connection with many situations. Obviously, 
teacher can supervise only many 
lunch periods, dismissal time, the 
playgrounds. and other occasions. 

raises the question the validity 
leaving pupils the care student prac- 
tice teachers. Applying the standard the 
reasonable prudent person leads the cau- 
tion that class should left charge 
practice teacher until the regular 
teacher and supervisor have observed that 
the practice teacher has arrived the 
point experience where reasonable 
expect that she can handle the class. 
Even then the regular teacher who leaves 
the class should probably remain within 
hearing distance her first few departures 


from the room. order not make im- 
possible the task training teachers, 
courts surely will much promote de- 
veloping practice teachers. But courts will 
still demand reasonable standard care 
regards supervision. Obviously, prac- 
tice teachers must developed before they 
can left with classes, not appro- 
priate leave groups under the control 
students currently enrolled the school. 


Supervising Special Classes 


particular degree care needed 
the supervision science, industrial arts, 
and physical education classes. Pupils must 
not allowed perform experiments 
which are too dangerous carried 
within the school. For the less complicated 
experiments, the students must receive de- 
tailed instructions lurking danger and 
the correct way procedure. Utmost 
watchfulness required the part the 
teacher. The same principles control 
industrial arts classes. 

Physical education classes place addi- 
tional demand that child must not 
permitted engage action too difficult 
strenuous for his years physical de- 
velopment. Overcrowded conditions play 
fields are also guarded against. 


Supervision Field Trips 


practical matter, problems arising 
out field trips seem result from 
misunderstanding the effect getting 
note pemission from parents. Certainly 
absolutely necessary get such signed 
permission block off any parental claim 
that the school had right allow the 
pupil leave school premises during the 
school day. Indeed, absolutely neces- 
sary for the teacher and school take 
pains give the parent enough informa- 
tion the means transportation, the 
route, time and other conditions, the 
parents cannot claim that they really did 
not understand the full implications the 
request permit students field 
trips. 

Getting proper permission, however, does 
not absolve the teacher from supervision 
during every moment the trip. Prob- 
ably, too, most field trips require that the 
teacher have some assistance because 
more difficult supervise outside the 
school than within it. parents are used 
assistants, incumbent upon school 
authorities educate them their duty 
watchful and constantly remind 
them their duty during the field trip 
any laxness observed. Each parent as- 
signed the trip should not expected 
watch over more than very small 


group. 
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language the field trip permission 
slip, matter how emphatic, can absolve 
teachers from the responsibility super- 
vise during the hours pupils are away from 
the school. 

Some field trips should not taken 
all. the reasonable prudent parent could 
foresee that conditions danger exist 
which children certain age should not 
exposed, field trips should not taken. 
The permission slip would not defense 
the child was injured encountering 
hazard which should not have been 
exposed. 


Sending Students Errands 

Errands are two kinds: those within 
the school and those without. Teachers and 
school authorities encounter very little risk 
sending students errands within the 
school. course, liability can ensue the 
teacher could foresee that sending 
child part the building would 
forced encounter significant hazard. 
illustration the case which stu- 
dent play production class was sent 
school room get some paint. get 
the paint, the student had move cumber- 
some stage scenery which fell her and 
produced injury. The court was induced 
believe that the teacher should have 
foreseen this happening.* 

School authorities face much greater 
hazard sending students errands off 
the school grounds. Indeed, the school has 
absolutely right send child 
errands off the school grounds during school 
hours unless secures permission from 
parents. the school undertakes secure 
permission, the same suggestions field 
trip permission slips are applicable. The 
parent must specifically informed about 
type transportation, destination, and 
other pertinent factors that can 
truly evaluate the risk which the child will 
taking. 


Giving First Aid 

There natural tendency for teachers 
come the aid injured pupils. 
must remembered, however, that the 
teacher must act the reasonable prudent 
parent under the circumstances. The rea- 
sonable prudent parent would realize that 
could not give medical attention the 
student who seriously injured. Therefore, 
neither can the teacher. case serious 
injury, the teacher should summon the po- 
lice and make every effort inform par- 
ents. the case minor matters, teach- 
ers can, course, give assistance pupils, 
because the reasonable prudent person 
would not hesitate the same thing.

Some authorities contend that the child 
should not even placed position 
where expected hold back and 
direct children crossing traveled thorough- 
fares. The reasoning here that the rea- 
sonable prudent man would foresee that 
young patrol boy saw child into the 
path would, because his 
youth, respond almost spontaneously 
putting himself the path danger. 
Other authorities, while recognizing great 
deal merit this argument, contend 
that interest protection numbers far 
outweighs the possibility that injury may 
come single patrol boy. 

belief that school authorities 
should never set patrol until they have 
exhausted all other means getting cross- 
ing protection. School authorities should 
first turn the police. their request 
turned down, they should ask for volunteer 
help from adults. that endeavor brings 
results, then the school authorities 
should consider the possibility hiring 
part-time adult help. funds are not 
available, then would seem that the 
school would safe setting school 
patrol. However, remember some crossings 
may hazardous that would un- 
reasonable expect children function 
school patrols. 


Use Teacher Automobiles 

Oftentimes teachers transport pupils 
various events their own automobiles. 
The teacher who does should remember 
that she still has the responsibility acting 
the reasonable prudent person; that 
she negligent and the student suffers 
injuries, the teacher will required 
respond damages. great many states, 
this rule softened the extent im- 
posing liability only cases where the 
teacher guilty gross negligence. This 
the theory that the pupil guest. 
But even such states, the pupil makes 
any payment for gas other contributions, 


loses the status guest and the 
teacher then becomes responsible she 
guilty simple negligence. 


what extent may the private school 
corporation vulnerable for money 
damages? 


present, the law many jurisdictions 
protects the private educational institutions 
from the general rule that employer 
responsible for the torts his servant 
agent which are committed within the scope 
employment. This protection the 
ground that the private school non- 
profit eleemosynary institution 
the law will not let administrators and 
employees such institutions waste assets 
discharging tort claims. Under this the- 
ory the courts take cognizance that elee- 
mosynary institutions receive support from 
gifts donors for the purpose carrying 
work social welfare nature. 

The doctrine nonliability eleemosy- 
nary institutions does have some qualifica- 
tions. Legislative bodies have and can 
change the rule. There always the threat 
that courts judicial decision will change 
the rule. Since today protection can had 
through insurance, many legal authorities 
feel there longer justification for 
the nonliability rule. Courts have already 
qualified the rule the case hospitals. 
somewhat analogous situation involv- 
ing the liability public school districts 
for the torts teachers and employees, 
the Illinois Supreme Court 
rejected the common law rule non- 

The situation such that one could 
with positive assurance tell private school 
corporation that surely would im- 
mune against damages. One must advise 
private schools protect themselves with 
adequate insurance against the contingency 
that court might reject the old common 
law pronouncement nonliability. 

One final caution seems appropriate. 
educator should become fearful that his 
her approach pupil control will 
unreasonably strict and autocratic. Recog- 
nition the principles school law enun- 
ciated here should not any way cause 
teachers administrators anything 
which would result emotionally disturb- 
ing children. There remains great oppor- 
tunity allow the child the kind free- 
dom which most conducive the best 
learning atmosphere. appreciation 
the principles school law having 
with relations with pupils 
rather than deter, the teacher and admin- 
istrator creating the right kind climate 
for learning.

Obviously, the first step answering 
some the above questions use 
yardstick which measures the human life 
span. The most scientific method meas- 
uring longevity known “average length 
life.” This deals not with individual lives 
such but with the entire group, both 
living and deceased. necessary ar- 
rive definite death rate for each age 
comparing the number dying the 
number living during period. This 
then expressed ratio many 
deaths per 1000 100,000 living indi- 
viduals. compare the true progress 
health over period years one must take 
into account the losses gains these 
ratios for they have been influenced 
certain diseases, such tuberculosis, can- 
cer, heart disease, and others. 


Study 30-Years-Old 


The first study the length life 
nuns the United States was completed 
1927 under the auspices the Catholic 
University America. The investigation 
that time considered members sis- 
terhoods the United States during the 
period 1900 1924 inclusive. the ag- 
gregate, approximately 25,000 members, 
both living and deceased, had been ob- 
served for the years, representing the 
dependent motherhouses.

This increased the group approx- 
imately 90,000 nuns, thereby making 
possible observe the lives many 
thousands nuns for more than half- 
century from 1900 1954. 

observing the changing pattern the 
five mortality death rate curves 
years, tremendous improvement health 
has been made the sisters the 
Naturally the years added the life 
span must supported reduction 
all causes death, which were influenced 
the reduction certain diseases. Fig. 
indicates the number persons dying 
group 100,000 from all causes ages 
through the five decades. 1905 
age approximately 500 died out 
1000. age more than out 
1000, and age about out 1000. 
the graph and the table note the tre- 
mendous reduction death rates all 
ages and especially the year 
age bracket the first three decades. 
These three have pattern similar struc- 
ture, showing much higher death rate 
age than the 1905 decade. 
upswing this kind, forming arched 
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curve, indicates one more diseases that 
affected the health sisters this life 
period. Fortunately, factors that caused 
higher death rate age than age 
the 1905 decade were reduced the 
1920 decade and nearly eliminated the 
1930 decade, and had little particular 
influence the 1940 and 1950 decades. 

answer the first question 
much has the life span increased and for 
the findings early study, 
Members Catholic Religious Sister- 
hoods,” 1900-1924. This study brought out 
the fact that tuberculosis influenced the 
over-all reduction death rates more 
than per cent the age 
bracket the first years the century. 
The later study, indicated that 
tuberculosis, because its particular char- 
acteristics disease. continued spill- 
over into the 1930 decade and influenced 
this curve small degree. 


Tuberculosis Deaths Decline 

the table below, approximately out 
every 1000 sisters died tuberculosis 
age 1905 while less than (1.88) 
died 1930. thus showing decline over 
per cent the tuberculosis death rate. 
age smaller but still important re- 
duction had taken place. How does this 
compare with the reduction deaths from 
all causes? Note that out 1000 
age 1905 died from all causes 
compared nearly 1930. Comparing 
the reduction tuberculosis with that 
all causes for the two one can 
readily see that tuberculosis accounted for 
more than one half this reduction. 

How did this reduction death rates 
from 1900 1930 increase the life span? 
Since the method measuring the life 
span applies the actual effects all death 
rates upon the total svan life yet 
reflects the additional years gained 
the young sister age 20. the most 
simple language, one can say that sister, 
years old, had even chance living 
another (44.97) years the 1905 
period. Due improvement health.

Accordingly, the early 1920’s mem-

toriums, infirmaries, and rest homes for 
their members.

General Death Rate Falls 

However, similar reduction death 
rates had taken place among the popula- 
tion general during the same years. 
Fig. for comparative purposes, the 
white females (married and single) have 
been chosen, covering the same ages and 
the three decades 1930 1950. This graph 
indicates the number dying per 100,000 
for the two groups ages 20, 40, etc. 
Due the fact that less than died per 
1000 the younger ages, the death rates 
are again expressed terms 
The upper dotted line represents the death 
rate the white females and the lower 
solid line that the sisters. The two are 
joined with distinct shaded area for each 
decade, demonstrating the difference 
death rates the two groups. 

Note that the reduction death rates 
the white females from 1930 1950 
was not great that the sisters 
the younger ages while similar reduction 
took place after age 40. Comparing the 
data shows that the sisters had decidely 
lower death rates all ages and all 
three decades. The greatest difference being 
the younger age groups the 1940 and 
1950 decades, where the death rates the 
white females exceeded that the sisters 
wide margin. Why this advantage

few years earlier, now appear 
select group, doubt, due natural 
selection and pre-entrance examinations.

Why then should the sis- 
lose much this advantage lower 
death rates within the year period 
after entering community life? Here lies 
the secret adding more years the life 
span the sisters. 


Improved Health Facilities 


The results number communities 
give “No” answer question No. 
that is, the reduction death rates with 
added years the life span has not been 
true for all the communities. This 
has had adverse effect upon the over-all 
life expectancy the sisterhoods. How- 
ever, number communities, both large 
and small, had the experience not have 
had any deaths among the group candi- 
dates who entered the past years. Fur- 
ther investigation showed that definite 
health program private hospitals, sana- 
toriums and other medical facilities had 
been set thereby combating the health 
hazards the close-knit association 
members, peculiar religious communities. 

What the best approach control 
these causes death sisters, 10, 20, 
and years after entering community 
life? Tuberculosis and cancer appear 
the major cause the increased death 
rate the first years, while heart 
disease, cancer, and tuberculosis appear 
later years. the three, the attention 
focused upon tuberculosis. possible 
control this disease among the sisters 
that the death rate will conform with some 
degree that the white females. the 
1950 decade, sisters age younger 
show little deaths from tuberculosis. 
age the rate slightly greater than 
the white females, while and over the 
rate nearly twice that other white 

How much there still ahead with the 
problem increasing the average length 
life each sister? The answer this 
lies the fact that every sister apply the 
present and newly acquired medical and 
sanitary science her particular age and 
present level well-being. Those au- 
thority must recognize the need certain 
positive steps taken the formation 
definite health program. will 
enable the sisterhoods improve the record 
that now exists age 20. Lower the death 
rate from ages correspond with 
the hypothetical death rate curve (broken 
line) 1975, indicated Fig. trans- 
lating these death rates into added years 
life, note the sister age 1975 
could have even chance living over 
years longer.

practical suggestions. The following are 
few pointed recommendations, not new but 
made those who have been are now 
religious life have come close con- 
tact with its members. 


Three-Way Health Program 

The suggested program can considered 
triangular one, being influenced the 
physician, the mother superior and the in- 
dividual sister. From the standpoint the 
physician, should approached three 
different areas: The pre-entrance examina- 
tion, that is, the establishment pro- 
gram complete physical examination 
single physician small group 
physicians, appointed the community 
with all important data placed upon 
Health Profile Card. The pre-entrance ex- 
amination place special emphasis 
lungs, heart, kidneys, and predisposing fac- 
tors stress diseases. Tuberculin test with 
further chest ray necessary, complete 


blood count, urine analysis and certain 
blood tests for present past infections 
should absolute requisites. Only those 
candidates emotional tendencies should 
eliminated who might physically and 
mentally unfit for the strains religious 
life. 

The second and third areas would 
that routine physical examinations with 
the necessary medical facilities the pre- 
professed and the professed sister. For the 
former yearly physical and least every 
two years for the latter with the same 
degree fineness. This kind program 
aimed prevention and detection rather 
than remedial. Because the easy spread 
tuberculosis and the close-knit associa- 
tion members, yearly tuberculin test 
given all members. young and old. 
with further chest ray necessary. 
many instances the local tuberculosis as- 
sociation would perform these tests with- 
out charge the community. Due high 
death rate from heart failure later life 
the physical. examination should directed 
the unrecognized acquired congenital 
heart disease the younger ages, 
years.

Provide Modern Conveniences 

order that these objectives accomplished, the pastor must 
interested the Sisters themselves. must treat them 
human beings, women dedicated God himself is. 
the duty the pastor provide them with the best possible 
time-saving devices order that they will have more time 
prepare for the work which they have dedicated themselves 
namely, the efficient Christian education our children. For 
example, the convent should equipped with electric dish- 
washer, electric clothes washer and dryer, mangle iron and 
other such time-saving devices. The less time Sister spends 
doing housework, the more time she will have prepare for her 
classes. The hiring lay person help with the heavy house 
cleaning and prepare the main meal will help greatly keep 
Sister two the classroom much longer. 

Having recently built convent St. Michael’s, have pro- 
vided all the above-mentioned conveniences well year-round 
air conditioning. Each Sister has private room furnished with 
desk and chair, easy chair, comfortable bed, running water 
and plenty closet space. Realizing that Sisters need recreation 
well anyone else, have provided commodious recreation 
room. All these things help make the convent more homelike, 
and certainly cannot deny the fact that they are conducive 
better preparation for tomorrow’s classes.

Michael’s convent. Shown are the oak-panelled chapel, 
the refectory with kitchen beyond it, and part large 
common room which extends the width the convent.

Our new school, too, has the latest aids 
efficient teaching, such correct lighting, public-address system, 
comfortable desks, sufficient rest rooms both for students and 
faculty members, clinic, lay teachers’ lounge, book and sup- 
ply room, file cabinets, principal’s office, and modern air- 
conditioned cafeteria. All these features were included with the 
view that such aids would benefit both students and teachers 
accomplishing their goal good and efficient education. 


Lighten Sisters’ Work Load 

Realizing that Sisters staff school for the sole purpose 
teaching, every pastor should very careful not make undue 
demands the Sisters’ time. should not expect them count 
his Sunday collections, clean classrooms, direct adult choirs. 
Neither should Sisters required secretarial work for him 
for any other church organizations. Furthermore, whenever 
possible, the Sisters should provided with their own means 
transportation. Much valuable time can lost waiting for parish- 
ioners provide necessary means conveyance. 

Finally, pastor must lighten the Sisters’ classroom load. 
score, may well follow the regulations the respective 


State Boards Education. Texas the maximum number 
students the upper elementary grades 40; the primary 
grades more than 32. This means many cases having hire 
lay teachers. might well resign ourselves the fact that 
lay teachers our parochial schools are here stay for quite 
some time. Therefore, the Sisters must cooperative and helpful 
the lay teachers. 

Some effort must made secure capable lay teachers. 
all possible, pastor should require that his lay teachers meet 
the state certification requirements. must likewise con- 
scientious regarding the salary these teachers. must bear 
mind, that with few exceptions, these teachers are college grad- 
uates deserving salary commensurate that college grad- 
uates other professions. When number lay teachers are 
employed, almost must that Sister principal available 
supervise and give necessary guidance lay faculty members.

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THE DIXON PLAN: 


ONE SOLUTION the teacher short- 
age problem that has shown promising 
results St. Mary’s Dixon, 
extension the teacher-aide program. 
Teacher aides are not new; they are used 
both parochial and public school sys- 
tems. Chicago, the Sisters Mercy 
have pioneered parent participation 
the aide program. The success the part- 
time aide has encouraged Dixon 
inaugurate permanent, full-time aides who 
share the responsibility the grade with 
the teaching Sister. 

Eight Dominican Sisters Sinsinawa, 
Wis., staff the 16-room school. Each grade 
has two rooms. While the teaching Sister 
One room presenting class material, 
the aide the other room listens reci- 
tations, conducts drill work, gives tests, 
supervises study, mounts art projects, and 
performs such routine classroom chores 
roll call, health charts, and whatever the 
teacher has assigned for that period.

tion. She must cheerful, for even the 
dull tasks repeated drill are more pleas- 
ant when the teacher and her aide have 
encouraging smile.

Appraisal After One Year 

The principal the school summarized 
the reactions the Sisters after using the 
program the first six grades for full 
year.

THE PROBLEM facing Father 
Eye, pastor St. Patrick’s 
Dixon, Ill., was how construct com- 
plete new school building the site 
the existing school while maintaining nor- 
mal school program the existing building. 
The problem was further complicated 
the fact that the topography the site 
slopes feet from the south the north 
end and the existing building stood ap- 
proximately the center the property. 

The solution was new three-level build- 
ing tailored the increasing enrollment, 
the site and built around the existing build- 
ing. The original building has since been 
torn down make way for the combina- 
tion all-weather playground 
lot. The new school was dedicated late 
September. 

The new building provides classrooms, 
six offices, library, music room, gymnasium 
with complete shower and locker facilities 
and stage, and cafeteria and kitchen facil- 
This the stairwell between the office and the classroom wing. Terrazzo ities the ground floor area. Built in- 
floors, brick and wood panel interiors are low maintenance finishes. combustible materials, the school has 
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The new ft. classrooms feature lighted display case which opens onto the corridor for exhibiting 
pupils’ projects, and shield chalk- and tackboard that hides the open cloakroom. Four rooms the old 
school were retained the second level make St. Mary’s 16-classrocm schcol. 


all-steel frame and concrete slab construc- 
tion. The buff face brick exterior com- 
plemented the use granite slabs the 
main entrance and modur stone facias. 

The interior finishes were selected with 
ease maintenance mind. The masonry 
walls received glazing all 
toilet rooms. gymnasium, cafeteria. lobby 
and stairways. Asphalt tile covers the class- 
room floors. while terrazzo used cor- 
ridors, stairs and toilet rooms. All ceilings 
are acoustical tile except the lava- 
tories where washable vinyl plastic tile 
was used. 

The main entrance opens into spacious 
wood-paneled lobby. The focal point upon 
entering the imported tile mosaic de- 
picting Our Lady welcoming the children 
St. Mary’s school. The mosaic high- 
lighted ft. square plastic skydome 
throughout the day and set off with flood- 
lighting night. The coat room and entry 
the gymnasium are flanked the tile 


mosaic and glass trophy case for student 
awards. 

Excellent control and supervision pu- 
pils attained with the location the 
administrative unit. consists wait- 
ing room, general office, principal’s office, 
teachers’ lounge and nurses’ room. 

Six classrooms the first floor and ten 
the second floor each measure 
ft. with “walk-through” cloak rooms 
the rear the classrooms. The wall shield 
forming the cloak room open either 
end and the top permit cicrculation 
and control. the classroom side the 
shield provides additional chalkboard and 
tackboard space. glass enclosed display 
case the entry each classroom pro- 
vides prominent place for class projects 
displays, and lends great interest 
walk down the corridors. Just inside each 
classroom entrance activity center

preventing moisture penetration exterior masonry 


moters the expense building owners. 
The cost weatherproofing building struc- 
tures 1959 will amount some $550 
million nationwide basis. 

The best available protective coatings 
and proper application techniques are 
substitutes for poor design and construction 
practices. entirely possible design 
and build masonry structure manner 
withstand the effects weather and 
careless people employed its mainte- 
nance. Unfortunately, known 
design factors and construction procedures 
are not always employed. The end result 
leaky walls with repetitive damage 
expensive interior finishes throughout the 
structure whole. 


Use Silicones 

The October, 1956, issue Architec- 
tural Record reports that technological ad- 
vances have brought about the development 
basic masonry and new units and new 
concept waterproofing. Experience since 
that time has continued grow the use 
silicone chemicals which literally repel 
water and keep wind-driven rain from com- 
ing through properly constructed masonry 
wall. Applications are increasing, both 
number and variety, this treatment 
which has been developed prevent damp 
interiors, unsightly efflorescence, the crack- 
ing, spalling, chipping exposed ma- 
sonry surfaces. Silicone treatments are 
building impressive record pre- 
venting the penetration moisture through 
the pores masonry. Within the bounds 
common sense and sound reasoning, 
may also used prevent the penetra- 
tion moisture into the structure from 
hairline cracks exposed the elements. 
does not offer protection for below ground 
masonry walls exposed 
pressure. 

Prior the development silicones, 
the conventional method protecting ma- 
sonry with transparent coating was 
cover the surface with waxes and stearates 


form continuous film. This type 
treatment had several disadvantages 
discoloration the treated surface, sub- 
sequent damage caused moisture en- 
trapped the masonry the time 
treatment, and relatively short life pre- 
venting the penetration moisture. 
contrast, the silicones cause noticeable 
change surface appearance (except 
the case certain limestones and sand- 
stone), and there some evidence that 
masonry walls continue “breathe” after 
treatment while the water vapor passes 
through. Substantial evidence 
suggest that the effective life this 
type treatment will range from 
years with the length service depend- 
ing the proper selection materials 
and application methods. 

Silicones are means cure-all nor 
can they used cover defective 
workmanship 
material this type should ever 
used until after the masonry surfaces 
treated have been thoroughly patched 
otherwise repaired correct basic faults 
the work. This makes practically 
mandatory that the entire structure sub- 
jected thorough inspection com- 
petent professional engineer who fully 
experienced the specialized field 
any manner with the sale application 
related materials. Leaks through ma- 
sonry walls often result from other basic 
structural defects not repairable the 
use transparent other protective coat- 
ings applied exposed exterior masonry 
surfaces. 

Many successful waterproofing jobs have 
been accomplished contractors and 
maintenance superintendents particularly 
the more porous masonry units such 
concrete and cinder block —through the 
use another type transparent treat- 
ment that formulated with several quality 
microcrystalline resins combined with 
proper catalyst and hydrocarbon solvent. 
material this type will not notice-

When ap- 
plied temperatures higher than 60° 
dry surface, the hydrocarbon solvent 
acts the penetrating agent (often 
depth in.) and then evapo- 
rates leave inert solid provide 
maximum weatherproofing protection. One 
manufacturer has combined three phenols 
(pentachlorphenol, chlororthophenylphenol, 
and tetrachlorphenol) with his basic water- 
proofing compound produce transpar- 
ent coating having the toxic effect full 
strength creosote. This treatment par- 
ticularly effective (not only for masonry 
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but for all other materials that will absorb 
water) damp and humid areas where 
necessary combat fungus and mildew 
recurring maintenance problem. There 
apparent discoloration the treated 
surface. The effective life this treatment 
about the same experienced the 
use the silicone materials. addition, 
this deeply penetrating material can 
used effective tool treating areas 
subject hydrostatic pressure, including 
basement areas. One instance con- 
crete tank storing drinking water which 
was treated more than seven years ago 
with pressure near the bottom the tank 
1250 lb. per square foot. recent in- 
spection indicates that the initial 
continues satisfactory all respects. 


Other Maintenance Uses 


Maintenance superintendents and con- 
tractors are constantly the alert for 
versatile type sealer transparent coat- 
ing for use other than exterior masonry 
surfaces. The materials described above 
offer these possibilities. Highly satisfactory 
results have been obtained through their 
application wood floors sealer and 
finish after sanding where natural finish 
was desired; sealer for terrazzo and 
quarry tile floors after thorough recondi- 
tioning; use primer and sealer all 
paintable surfaces such plaster, wood, 
sheetrock, etc.; and means eliminat- 
ing the continuous dusting concrete floors 
preservative for canvas tarps and 
awnings, etc. Many painting contractors use 
the same materials thinning agent for 
oil base paints excellent advantage. 


Treating Colored Exteriors

While the so-called 
pigmented types protective coatings 
not, all cases, develop surface that 
impervious the penetration moisture 
because careless workmanship, the result 
can usually evaluated observing the 
appearance the treated surface after 
heavy rain see takes wet and 
soaked appearance with most the color 
fading out. this does happen, ample 
evidence that the treatment not fully 
effective. While may add the cost 
this type treatment some extent, 
good and sound practice apply 
saturating coats suitable transparent 
waterproofing compound over the cement- 
water paint assure good weather- 
proofing job long-range basis. 


Cement-Water Coating 
very effective, economical protective 
coating the cement-water type can

When used concrete block stucco 
surfaces, this type coating should 
applied damp surface with scrub 
brush used scouring motion.

Materials and know-how available today 
make simple matter develop under- 
ground basement areas into usable and pro- 
ductive space without undue expense, re- 
gardless any water conditions that may 
exist. 

The owners large groups buildings, 
particularly those the older and monu- 
mental types, are often faced with the 
necessity clean the exterior faces 
these structures remove accumulations 
dirt, soot, dust, and other discolorations 
which detract from the appearance 
otherwise sound facility with many addi- 
tional years beneficial occupancy. The 
cleaning process usually requires that the 
masonry repaired and tuckpointed, door 
and window opening recalked, and that all 
previously painted wood and metal surfaces 
repainted complete the facelifting 
job. these cases, particularly im- 
portant treat the cleaned masonry sur- 
faces with one more saturating coats 
properly selected transparent coating. 
Spray application best under most con- 
ditions. addition sealing the pores

Household facilities, equipment and 
spacings kitchen, dining room and other 
rooms should geared conserve time, 
effort and health.
